VACATION ANTIQUEING 


H. 0. Stockwell, our enterprising member from Hutchinson,Kansas, 
every now and then goes off on what he calls an "antiqueing" trip. The 
stories of the finds he makes on these poke-about expeditions are an 
inspiration to go cut and do likewise. 

H. 0. collects not only autanobiliana but also old china, glass 
ware, celluloid buttons, mechanical banks, and no ons knows what all. 

Ye seams to came back loaded to the gunwales with old carriages and auto 
lamps, bulb-horns, old auto cooks and magazines and mmberless other 
good trading material. His secret of success seams to be to stop at all 
of the little out-of-the-way towns and haalets and there dig in, 

turning up stuff in old backwoods hardware stores, bwey-painting shops, 
old barns and the like. Wis letters combine all the entimsiasm of an 
ardent archaeologist and a determined treasure hunter. 
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Having sano days of vacation caning, I decided to try a little 
antiqueing on my own account. My trip divided itself into short go- 
journs at Catalina, San Diego and San Francisco. 

The beauty and quiet of the Isthms did not at first give pran- 
iss of any wrecking yard finds, there being but few autanobiles on the 
island. Yowever, on a hike to the deep cove that forma the ocean side 
of the Isthnus, what was my surprise to find tucked back up in a canyon 
an old auto graveyard. 

SZaving no equimoent with me, I returned to the village for tools. 
Taus armed, I picked the old bones while a great flock of crows and sea 
gulls watched my operations with suspicion. Off came corroded and tar- 
nished gill plates, serial mmber plates and enbleng. The cars were for 
the most part 1915 or older and s0 rusted that they were ready to fall 
apart. Perhaps the best find was a gaall Oldsnobile enblem, the like 
of which I had not seen before. "Inder a cactus bush I spied sane 
crumpled metal that once had been nickled. I fished it mt cautiosly 
and straightening it a little, it appeared to have been a radiator shell. 
Closer inspection showed an emblen still fastened to it. It was an Olds- 
mobile of the sane design as used until about 1925, but it was quite 
gnall and soldered to the shell. This fact would indicate that it is 
prior to 1917 but how far back I have not yet found mt. 

As we flew hane from Catalina, I brought along only the lightest 
of my finds and when the clerk at the airport did not object to the 
oor ay of my valise, I wished I had brought along a few more of the old 
parts that I had discovered. 

Heading for the San Diego back country, we made a stop at Corona. 
Yere in an old furniture store t picked up a red 1914 California license 
plate which the proprietor stated"was worth about a nickle. At the 
wrecking yard sane delving brought forth a Model T gas lamp, a brass 
bulb horn and sane more license plates. But the real discovery here 
was when a car drove up carrying a water tank fastened to the front 
bumper. The owner was quite mirprised when I asked hin if I coult buy 
the brass plates on the ends of the tank. He said he had been Carrying 
water in the tank for fifteen years and never noticed than before. Ye 
was also gwrprised to learn that his water tank had been the gas tank on 
a 1914 Buick roadster. With the two brass sripts in my possession I 
felt that the stop at Corona was quite worth while. 

On to Elsinore we went under a broiling sun and were tempted to 
drive on. WYowever, we st ed at a second hand store which the propri- 
etor assured us was the coolest place in town. It was soon apparent 
that no other autanobiliana scout had been there, for the tb okshelves 
yielded a bulky addition for our autmotive library. Out on the edge 
of town a wrecking yard simmered in the heat without even a guardian 
watch dog. Back in a corner of the shop I located a nice Adlake oil 
tail light. With this in hand I sought the proprietor whan I found in 
a fairly distant house paving, lunch. With the exchange of twenty-five 
cents we were on our way to Pala, again to view the spot where in an 
Indian store I had found my first radiator ornament in 1936. 

From Pala the way led toMt. Palanar and the 200-imh telescope, 
a spot new for old car finds. Our route took us to old Campo on the 
Mexican border to see the old stone store now abandoned. I was inter- 
@sted becauge I have a china plate with a picture on it showing a car 
of about 1903 parked in front of the store. Old Campo, however, is 
fast wak up because here Amy contractors are building Camp Lockett. 

A fifty mile winding trip along the border through a threatening 
stom brought us to San Diego, busy with its defense activities. Urs. 
Lewerenz and I were fortunate in being able to secure hotel accanmoda- 
tions. 

The next day it was drizzling rain, a strange sight for San 
Diego in August, but it was a good day for book stores not for wreck- 
ing yards. Up and down Broadway I went while irs. Lewerenz went shop- 
ping on her own account. I found but little for my morning's hunt but 
when we met at noon Mrs. Lewerenz described a book store on a little 
side street one half block fran our hotel that I knew was the place I 
should have been looking. Hastening over after lunch, I was destined 
to spend the next day and a half there, so rich was it in printed 
treasures. Best of all, down in the basanent the owner had stacks of 
magazines for the late 1890's and early 1900's, Fran these I clipped 
approximately a thougand car adg printed when the industry was young. 

Leaving San Diego, we made a leisurely trip to San Francisco, 
winding north along secondary roads and seeing many of the amy Camps 
en route. 

Driving one Sunday into Sarmel, much was our surprise to meet

WHY MECHANIOS TURN GRAY 


A wanan braight a car into my shop not long ago to find out why 
the body of the car was Covered with a lot of oi] spots. ‘The car was a 
popular make with only abot 8000 miles on it, but it sounded like it 
was 80,000 instead. m examination I found the oil in the crankcase 
was diluted so much that it had over 5 gallons in it. It was throwing 
oil out of both ends of the crankshaft and the breather, and this oil 
in turn was sprayed all over the body. Sane of the plugs were foaled 
and I naturally ¢ ht that the car had been run quite a distance with 
the motor missing; ence, the crankcase dilution. I cold find no 
reason for this Condition, but I soon learned that I had the cart before 
the horse as the oil dilution was foul the plugs due to the fact that 
the crankshaft was throwing so much oil because of the high level in the 


case. 

I cleaned the plugs, drained the cage, and mt in the correct 
amount of good oil and, as near as I caild juige, the car was 0. K. with 
the carburetor, vacuum tank, etc., operating satisfactorily. 


In a short tine the car was back with the same trouble. I 
checked it every possible way to find the cause with no results. It 
would repeat this cycle every week or ten days. After many headaches on 
my part (also the custaner's) I asked the owner to get in the car and 
drive me araind. As soon as she got in, she reached down and pulled the 
Choke out far enough to hang her hand bag on. There was the answort 
asked her why she did that and she replied, "It won't run unless f pull 
out the choke, so I just use it to hold my hand bag." 


It was hard to convine her that the car would run 0.K. with the 
choke pughed in, as she lived only a few blocks fram her work and the 
motor never got warm enough in guch a short time that the choke could 
be pushed in all the way. Therefore, she assumed it was necessary to 
have it out all the time even on a long trip. I finally was able to 
prove to her that the car would operate without the choke. Of course, 
by that time the motor was pretty well worn out, but it never bothered 
again with crankcase dilution.

BY-LAWS OF THE HORSELESS CARRIAGE

When the duties do not 
conflict, one person may hold more 
than one of these offices. Election 
of officers shall be made fran men- 
bership of the Roard of Directors 
at the annual members' meeting. 


Article VI 
President 


The president shall preside 
over all meetings of the Club and 
directors. 

The president shall sign 
all contracts and other instruments 
of writing which shall have first 
been approved by the board of 
directars.
